(Triple Helix Records) 

AUTOMATION - the name responsible for EP's 
such as the remix's Red, Blue, Green, Pink and 
now the Yellow EP, Known for their own 
individual style of music, never contrived, 
never predictable and yet something for 
everyone. Yet another storming EP 
AUTOMATION have now added the Yellow EP to 
their already acclaimed spectrum of delights!! 
"Weti it all started from the two of us (Lee 
Rose man and Lee Fitzsimmons) already being 
good mates, and bringing two different ideas 
together to form AUTOMATION."

track for the BBC to do with sharks^!!
